Toronto, August 17.—There are nine 
million acres devoted to the various 
field crops grown in Ontario. ot 
this total, about three million acres 
are in hay, and two and three quarter 
millions in oats. Thus, well over 
sixty por cent, of the entire acreage 
viven to field cultivation is in these 
two crops, and these two main crops 
are the poorest in many years, Hay 
will not give over two thirds of the 
tonnage per acte this year that has 
been harvested in regent years—p 0 
bably not over half, The oats are 
likely to be nearly twenty-five per 
cent, below the average yield, and 
this is equivalent to cutting off 
twenty-five million bushels of this 
one erop alone. 

Corn to the Rescue. 

On the other hand the hay, which 
has been harvested, has been excep- 
tionally well saved, and ‘corn, which 
may be largely substituted for hay, 
has of late been makin splendia 
progress. While the area In this erop 
is one-sixth the aereage in corn that 
there is in hay, the tonnage per 
acre is six times as great ine one 
ease as in the other. 

If there is an open fall, thus per- 
mitting of the full maturity of corn, 
the increased yiewt in this crop may 
pretty ll offeca the shortage in the 
other coarse grains. Peas, which 
had been st adily declining in acre- 
age up te 1904, have since shown a 
rapid inccase, and the crop will ‘e 
greater than that of three years ago

One Degree of Frost. 

Last niet at the meteorological 
station Harrison Young’s weather i 
servations indicate a minimum ter- 
peratuze of 31 degrees, one degree df 
frost, Mr. Young states that the tem:

roundabout. Such a drop in tempera. 
ture is not an unusual thing in Ed 
monton sunimer weather, according 
to Mr. Young, but it is of very briei 
duration ordinarily. 

Fine Weather Coming. 

Tho forecast for Saskatchewan and 
Alberta today indicates fine and very 
with danger of local 
frosts tonieht. But tomorrow is to 
see o desirable change. “Fine and 
higher temperature” is promised for 
Tuesday. 

From the weather bulletin for the 
entire west, it would seem that the 
(istrict between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary alone have experienced the great- 
ly lowered temperature Edmonton 
regirtered 30 degrees, Calgary 34. All 
other points from Portage la Prairie 
west report 40 degrees and over, 

Lest night the situation was 
by the moisture in the ground, and 
the fact that it was cloudy.

He Explains Advantages of Pro- 
jected Government Systems 
in Alberta,

the province of Alberta, 
Cushing arrived in the city 
urday, is spending a fow days here 
the guest of Mr. Dean. Seen by a 
Times representative this morning Mr 
Cushing said that the problems of 
government were working out very 
satisfactorily in the new province 
The crops were good, and everything 
Was prospering, 

There was one subject on which Mr, 
Cushing was particularly interested 
and one that is engaging much public 
attention, not only in Alberta, but 
throughout Canada. That is the in- 
stallation throughout the province ot 
a government owned telephone sys 
tem. In the larger cities the Bell 
company already thhave a_ system, 
which pays well, ‘The government 
think it can give a better service, and 
make the cost to the users much less. 

“The present rates of the Bell coim- 
pany,’’ said Mr. Cushing, ‘‘in the cit- 
jes is $35 a year to business houses, 
and some time ago notice was given 
to increase this amount, Through the 
government pushing its work, the ad- 
vance in price has not come into ef- 
fect, and it is not likely it will. We 
think we can supply business houses 
in the small cities for two dollars a 
month, and farmers at about fifteen 
dollars a year. There will also be a 
great reduction in the long distance 
rates, At present the cost for speak- 
ing three minutes between Edmonton 
and Calgary is $1.20, an outrageous 
price, 

“In Edmonton the city owns ite 
own water, lighting, tramway, and in 
fact everything that a city should ex- 
pect to own, and go far it has been a 
success. T am a firm believer in 
municipal ownership of utilities as 
well as provincial, 

“Some of the new legislative build- 
ings are under way, and others will 
be commenced in a very short time. 
Everything in the provinee is prosper: 
ing, but the thing we are most inter. 
ested in just now is the provincial 
bs ecg | system, 

When Mr. Cushing visited this city 
last year he invested in property, but 
he sold again to advantage. He does 
not yet know whether.he will be an 
investor on this trip, He thinks city 
property a good investment, as the fu- 
ture of Victoria is assured,

Their 
first efforts were ineffective and so they 
threw a lasso over the animal's neck. 
This, however, did not prove successful 
andes he was thrown by a line fastened 
to a hind foot and passed over the back 
While endeavoring to adjust the lasso 
the animal, which was down on the 
ground at the time managed to regain 
his feet. Lloyd in trying to get away 
fell and in an instant was gored Dy the 
bull whé inflicted a cut six inches long 
on the side of his neck and badly bruis- 
ed his head and chest. 

The accident happened at 8.30 Mon- 
day evening and the young man was 
unconscious till 4.30 next evening. ‘Till 
the time of his death which o¢curred on 
Saturday forenoon Dr. Carthew, who 
was summoned immediately after the ec 
cident, remained at hie bedside and did 
everything possible to save his life. 

Word was also sent to his sister who 
teaches at Brudetheim but she was away 
on her holidays. After long search she 
was located at Strathcona by the per 
sistent efforts of Sgt. Munroe of the R 
N.W.M.P. She reached White Whale 
Lake on Saturday, unfortunately, how 
ever, a short time after her brother and 
her only relative the West had ex- 
pired 

The body was brought to the city this 
morning and the Oddfellows, of which 
was a member, have taken 
charge. The remains will be shipped, 
in all probability, to the old home tn 
Kentville, N.S., from which place the 
deecased came west about a year age.
